WASHINGTON, April 26 (UP)

Crisis in Germany 

The long effort to arrive at an agreement with 
West Germany seems to have reached the crisis 
stage. Chancellor Adenauer, the strongest single 
advocate of a “contract” with France, Great Brit- 
ain and the United States, has been forced to 
make major concessions to those who insist that 
Germany must be reunited first of all, and that 
the latest Russian proposals offer an opportunity 
for such reunification. 

In modifying his position, Dr. Adenauer said 
that “it is my duty and my will” to bring about 
four-power negotiations—that is, negotiations in 
which Russia has a part. He said further that 
even if an agreement were signed with the West- 
ern Allies, it would not be binding on a reunited 
Germany. 

Obviously, Dr. Adenauer feels himself com- 
pelled to take a stand closer to that of the oppo- 


~ sition leader, Dr. Kurt Schumacher, who is urg- 


ing the Western Powers to start talks with Rus- 
sia at once—because “no one knows whether 
such a chance will ever come again.” While the 
Allies are insisting on a United Nations investi- 
gation of the possibility of free elections in East 
Germany on the reunification issue, the Chancel- 
lor now says that the Allies should not persist in 
making this a condition for four-power negotia- 
tions. 

Meanwhile, the Bonn ‘parliament voted 191 to 
135 to stop negotiations with France about the 
Saar. Dr. Adenuer had been optimistic in 13 
previous Saar debates in the Bundestag. In the 
fourteenth debate, he said that further negotia- 
tions with France were futile. The Saar is a side 
issue to the transcending question of whether 
Germany should be reunited and autonomous or 
whether West Germany alone should be brought 
into the Western alliance, but the Bundestag 
vote shows which way the wind is blowing. And 
Washington had better take another look at the 
weathervane. 

If Walter Lippmann is right—and the news 
does seem to support him—the State Department 
is eager for a quick deal with West Germany 
while Dr, Adenauer is still in power to swing it. 
It seems, however, that such a deal would lead 
to the Adenauer government’s defeat in the next 
elections, and it is highly questionable whether 
a succeeding government would feel itself bound 
by a contract which, admittedly, would be some- 
thing short of a treaty of peace. 

The State Department simply has not recog- 
nized the power of the diplomatic offensive 
launched with the latest Russian proposals. 
Great Britain’s Foreign Secretary, Anthony Eden, 
was quick to see the potentialities, but has been 
unwilling to act independently of Washington. 
That is proper: Western solidarity should and 
must be maintained. But it should be maintained 
on a realistic basis. 

Negotiations with Bonn are now stalled on 


the issue of the character of living conditions for 


the occupying forces. This is not a major block 
and an order from Washington could quickly 
remove it. The real trouble is that the Russians 
have made a more attracive offer than the West. 
No doubt, the Kremlin has made its concessions 
to keep West Germany out of the European de- 
fense community, but the Germans do not care 
too much about the motive behind this chance 
to achieve their highest aspirations. 

The danger is that, in the absence of alert 
Western diplomacy, the German people may 
swing more and more toward Moscow. If Russia 
is allowed to stand alone in a “generous” attitude 
toward the Germans, much of their present anti- 
Communist sentiment may evaporate. 

If the Russians really do not want such a set- 
tlement, then this ought to be brought out by 
putting them to the test. If the Russian offer is 
a fake, it had better be completely exposed to 
the Germans. This can hardly be done by push- 
ing through a deal which is becoming less and 
less acceptable to more and more Germans. 

Unsettled American political conditions may 
make the State Department reluctant to act, but 
they can hardly excuse inaction. 
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He Always Was An Early Bird 


Harold Stassen is reported to believe that, 
while he may not win the Republican noména- 
tion, at least he stopped the Taft movement and 
so made it possible for Gen. Eisenhower to be 
nominated. The same interview lets it be known 
that he would not refuse a Cabinet post in an 
Eisenhower Administration. 

There have been many cases in which the 
rewards of political victory were mentally passed 
around before the victory had been won, 1948 
being the most recent example. But the prema- 
turity of Mr. Stassen’s hopes, assuming that they 
have been accurately represented, must repre- 
sent some sort of record. 

To all Republicans we recommend that they 
wait until after the election before slavering 
over the appointments, and to Mr. Stassen in 
particular we recommend that he wait at least 
until after the nomination. 
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Mr. Truman as Historian 


President Truman’s growing reputation as a 
historian is endangered by his regrettable ten- 
dency to play a little loosely with the facts. Ap- 
parently he did not obey the canons of accuracy 
becoming to a historian when he told his press 
conference that he had got the Soviet troops out 
of Iran in 1945 by sending an ultimatum to 
Moscow. 

An ultimatum is a threat of definite national 
action, usually military. The White House, mak- 
ing one of its customary post-press conference 
explanations of what the President really meant 
to say, declares that no ultimatum was sent to 
Russia. It was a “pretty strong note,” instead. 
Also, the date was 1946, not 1945. 


But that is not the extent of Mr. Truman’s in- 
accuracy. He seems to have forgotten altogether 
that the United Nations played a crucial role 
in the whole affair. History, indeed, may well 
decide that the Soviet withdrawal from Iran 
was primarily induced not by Mr. Truman’s own 
pugnacity but by the evidence of united world 
opinion against Russia which developed in the 
U.N. 

Under wartime treaties, Russia and the other 
allied powerg were pledged to evacuate their 
troops from Iran by March 2, 1946. When that 
time came, the British and the Americans were 
out, but not the Russians. Britain objected to 
Moscow, and so did the United States, in a note 
of March 6 which protested against the, treaty 
violation but made no threats. 

These notes produced no perceptible effect 
until Iran brought its case to the United Nations 
Security Council. Despite a Gromyko walkout, 
the U.N. debate made it clear that the whole 
non-Soviet world expected Russia to keep its 
pledge of evacuation. By the middle of May, 
Iran was able to inform the U.N. that the Rus- 
sian troops had gone home. By the end of the 
year, Russia’s effort to set up a puppet state in 
northern Iran had collapsed. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Truman took a 
firm stand on Iran, and he is entitled to full 
credit for it. But it may be stretching the facts 


to eliminate the U.N. entirely from the picture, 

, as he seems to do in his own mind. If the Presi- 
dent is going into history as an avocation when 
he retires, he should cultivate a more detached 
attitude. Not always will he have a White House 
staff to correct the record for him. 
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~ The Prisoner Deadlock 


The long silence on the prisoner negotiations 
in Korea has been broken, and it is now re- 
vealed that the U.N.“command intends to return 
less than half of the 159,000 Korean and Chinese 
prisoners originally captured. 

The U.N. command has insisted all along that 
only those prisoners would be returned who in- 
dicated that they voluntarily chose to go back. 
Questioning has revealed, it is said, that only 
70,000 made that choice. 

Secretary Acheson says the principle of vol- 
untary repatriation “rests upon our belief in the 
worth of the individual.” The case would be 
stronger if it also rested on the Geneva conven- 
tion on prisoners of war, which the United States 
signed and ratified in the early 1930s. 

The Geneva convention does not expressly 
deny the principle of voluntary repatriation, but 
neither does it give that principle any explicit 
recognition. What it says is this: 


When belligerents conclude a convention 
of armistice, they must, in principle, have 
appear therein stipulations regarding the re- 
patriation of prisoners of war. If it has not 
been possible to insert stipulations in this 
regard in such convention, belligerents shall 
nevertheless come to an agreement in this 
regard as soon as possible. In any case, re- 
patriation of prisoners shall be effected with 
the least possible delay after the conclusion 
of peace. 


At the very least it would appear that the 
principle of voluntary repatriation is a new one, 
not contemplated by the Geneva convention. 

The Communist negotiators apparently are 
now willing to apply the rule of free choice to 
South Koreans captured by the U.N. forces, but 
not to North Koreans or Chinese. Are the truce 
negotiations then to stand or fall on the personal 
wishes of the North Korean and Chinese prison- 
ers? 

It must be hoped that further compromise 
may prove possible. There would be deep irony 
in a situation in which 12,000 U.N. prisoners in 
Communist hands could not come home because 
North Korean and Chinese prisoners in U.N. 
hands did not want to go home. 
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$50 a Month, No More! 


One of the more thickheaded bits of legislation 
which affects an increasingly large number of 
United States citizens is the provision that 
beneficiaries of the Social Security law may 
not earn more than $50 in addition to the 
maximum monthly payment of $80. 

Maybe a provision of this kind made some 
sense when the law was first enacted. That 
was in 1934, still a time of widespread unem- 
ployment, and there was a desire to keep 
older people out of the labor market. So, the 
limit was then set at $15—the figure at which 
it remained until the $50 top became effective 
Jan. 1, 1951. 

But times have changed. The nation is now 
contending with a shortage, rather than a super- 
abundance of labor. and the work of many a 
65-year-old man is to be welcomed. Also we 
are in an era of inflation: How many persons. 
accustomed to better incomes, can make ends 
meet on $130 a month? And why should they 
be compelled to do so? The rule actually im- 
poses a serious hardship on them, not to mention 
younger widows with children to support. 

Social Security payments are not a dole. 
They are not a form of governmental charity 
to which the donor has a right to attach strings. 
They are a form of insurance, bought and paid 
for by yegular contributions of the beneficiary 
and his emplover. So the benefits ought to be 
available just like any other insurance payments. 


The limitation on extra earnings is unfair, 
furthermore, because there is no limit to the 
amount of money that a Social Security benefi- 
ciary may collect in the form of interest, divi- 
dends or gifts. Only wages are restricted. Why? 

The number of Americans over 65 Is increas- 
ing every year. Their earned benefits should 
not hobble them financially. Instead they should 
help them to enjoy a free and active way of life.

18 Years for Expressways 

The new expressways committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce will seek action to open 
up the metropolitan area’s traffic arteries 
“within a reasonable time.” 

It is appropriate that the time element should 
be emphasized. Many St. Louisans do not 
realize that the three expressways presently 
planned are not scheduled for completion until 
1970—which is 18 long years away. Expressways 
are badly needed right now. Who knows what 
traffic conditions may be in 1970? 


The question of speeding up the program is, 
of course, largely a question of financing. The 
Chamber’s committee could profitably explore 
methods of financing which might hold out hope 
of somewhat faster progress. Meanwhile, there 
is plenty of reason for moving with all possible 
speed to clear up the controversy over routes 
so that at least a beginning can be made. 
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With Commissioner Dunlap’s Help 

A man who is giving a good account of himself 
these days in Washington is John B. Dunlap, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue since the res- 
ignation of George J. Schoeneman last year. This 
post, the chief federal tax collecting office in 
the Treasury Department, has had two other oc- 
cupants in the last decade, the late Robert F. 
Hannegan from 1943 to 1944 and Joseph D. 
Nunan Jr., from 1944:to 1947. 

Not too much is known about the Hannegan 
occupancy of the office, but, thanks to Commis- 
sioner Dunlap, facts about the Nunan period are 
coming to light. Special revenue agents, assigned 
to a special investigation of Nunan’s accounts, 
have told the King subcommittee of the House 
that Nunan had more than $161,000 in unex- 
plained or unreported income for the years 1946 
through 1950. 

It may be that former Commissioner Nunan 
will have a way to account for this. Indeed it 
will be up to him to have an adequate explana- 
tion. When he was Commissioner he expected 
the taxpayer to make out a proper income tax 
return and the citizen had a right to expect as 
much of Nunan. : 

Nunan is not the only tax official who has 
been presented for the showup by Internal Reve- 
nue agents, under Commissioner Dunlap. Daniel 
Bolich, former Assistant Commissioner, had his 
uncomfortable days. Doubtless others are going 
to get the same treatment.

Missouri voters may have to pass on an- 
other bonus proposal primarily for veter- 
ans of World War II. The movement is 
sponsored by the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
and petitions for the election are now 
being circulated. 


In broad outline the proposition {is this: 

World War II veterans would receive $15 
for each month of foreign service up to a 
ceiling of $500. Those who were kept in 
this country would receive $10 for each 
month up to $400. Veterans of the Korean 
war and current mobilization would receive 
the bonus only for service in Korea. 


The discrimination is so glaring that we 
wonder whether many men active in the 
V. F. W. have considered their proposal 
carefully. A large share of the bonus tax 
money would go to World War II veterans 
who did not see service in Europe or the 
Pacific. It would be a case of recognizing 
the time lost in military service. 


Now this proposition comes along at a 
time when all qualified Missouri youths 
expect to give some part of their lives 
to military service yet only those who 
actually serve in Korea would be eligible 
for the bonus. At this time some 3,700,000 
men are in uniform and probably no more 
than 500,000 of them are in Korea or have 
served there. 

The natural public question is this: Why 
should a large share of the World War II 
men receive a bonus on the basis of lost 
time when it is not available to millions of 
the Korean war and the millions still to be 
called to maintain the strength of the 
West?. We assume the reason stems from

BLOOD. O}L AND SAND. by Ray Brock, Cleveland. 

(World Publishing Co: 256 pgs., $3.50.) 

Ray Brock is a foreign correspondent 
who calls the ‘cards as he sees them and 
lets the chips fall where they may. In his 
time (and he has spent years watching his- 
tory being made in the Middle East) he

The thousands who believe that there is 
“something funny” about flying saucers 
and that their interpretation by the Air 
Force is a device to conceal visits paid to 
the earth by interlopers from another 
world will derive much satisfaction from 
what Life magazine has to say about the 
subject. 

We had thought that with the publica- 
tion of the Air Force’s report on Project 
Saucer in 1949 we had heard the last of 
these visitors, but the tale was too fantas- 
tic to die. After all, the sea-serpent was 
with us for decades, and it took several 
years before the Loch Ness monster was 
buried. 

Who created the myth of visitors from 
another world it would be hard to deter- 
mine at this late date, but whoever he was 
his name deserves to go ringing down the 
years as that of a romancer who deserves 
to sit at table with Sir John Mandeville. 


Life’s account of the saucers reveals 
nothing new. Free balloons which are 


equipped with lights and from some of 
which aluminum foil dangles to reflect ra- 
dio waves account for nearly all that be- 
lievers in spaceships from another world 
think they saw. Because there are a few 
apparitions that are not easily explained 
as: unmanned balloons that can rise to an 
altitude of 100,000 feet it does not follow 
that spaceships of the kind that abound 
in the pulp magazines devoted to scientific 
fiction have been crufsing in our atmo- 
sphere. 


Back of all these tales of saucers is a 
certain satisfaction that science hasn't all 
the answers to all the questions raised by 
the saucers. The late CHarles Fort, who 
spent years in collecting accounts of hail- 
stones as big as boulders, frogs and snakes 
that fell from the sky, strange objects that 
hurtled through the air just like flying 
saucers,. would have been delighted with 
this surrender to the romancers. Mean- 
while we suspect that most people will con- 
tinue to bet on science.

A newcomer to the “rags-to-riches” 
brotherhood of American novels is “The 
Barking of a Lonely Fox,” by Guido 
D’Agostino. Although vastly superior to 
most of its humble antecedents, it is still 
commonplace. 

The mid-depression years find the 
Barettos struggling with a failing farm. 
Only Grandfather Alessandro, who as a 
penniless immigrant bought the farm, and 
Julian, Mike Baretto’s foster son, have any 
desire to continue the struggle. The other 
Barettos are seeking escape—Mike in his 
bitterness toward successful Timothy 
O'Malley; Mary in religion; Gloria in day- 
dreams of wealth and city life; Alf in the 
nearby tavern. 

Julian, a master farmer, saves the farm 
for the family. His success brings him to 
the attention of the wealthy lawyer, Timo- 
thy O'Malley, who wishes to make a model 
farm of his country estate, Fox Ledge. A 
struggle between the two develops, com- 
plicated by Julian’s love for O’Malley’s 
daughter, Lucille. When O'Malley blocks 
their marriage, he insures the eventual 
failure of Fox Ledge. 

Its plot is, thus, firmly rooted in some 
of the richest thematic material of the 
great American tradition. It remains so— 
earthbound to thé end.

At Conference on Religion| — 


4 Theologian Graham Admits ‘to Be a Chris- : 


tian Is a Hard Thing’ — Country 
Day School Host to Group. 


“How can the church appeal to 


The question was asked by a 


Country Day School where a re- 
ligious conference was held last 
Saturday. It was addressed to 
the Rev. Holt Graham of Evan- 
ston, Ill., who has had a lot of 
experience with the religious 
problems of youth. He is a pro- 
fessor at Seabury-Western Theo- 
logical Seminary, Evanston, afid 
also teaches Bible in a prepara- 
tory school. 

“Let me state your basic ques- 
tion another way,” he replied to 
his Country Day questioner. 
“What is the answer to the di- 
vorce of technical culture from 
religion?” 

“Three practical approaches are 
being used today. (1). In France, 
Germany and Great Britain, min- 
isters get jobs in factories or on 
farms. On a one-to-one contact 
with the people they work with, 
these men assemble their worship 
group. (2), In the United States 
there is a growing demand for 
chaplains in hospitals and in in- 
dustry—much on the same prin- 
ciple as Army chaplains. 

“(3). Because a sense of shar- 
ing binds people together, there 
is a movement to return to sim- 
pler and more primitive and in- 
formal gatherings similar to the 
early days of our country when 
people worshipped in homes. This 
is a recognition of the disinte- 
grative groups within churches. 


“What will happen to civiliza- 


tion when science and religion 


meet head-on?” another student | : 


asked. 


“That question was fought out 
in the nineteenth century,” the 
Rev. Mr. Graham _ answered. 
“There is no essential conflict 
between science and religion, as 
anyone who is*far enough into 
either one will tell you.” 


“Don’t you think being a Chris- 
tian is a hard thing to do?” the 
leader was asked. 


“St. Paul found he could in- 
hibit himself but could not inhibit 
his desires, consequently he felt 
frustrated. Paradoxically, laws 
‘invoke obedience, but they also 
create a desire for disobedience ” 


The Rev. Mr. Graham told the 
students they could differentiate 
between dogma, doctrine, and 
theology. Dogma, he explained, 
“is set forth by religious author- 
ity and must be believed by all. 
Doctrine is the official teachings 
of a religious body. Theology is 


the expressed thinking of individ- | 


uals or groups based on doctrine. 


“Creed is intellectual belief, or 
what you think. Faith is a per- 
sonal commitment or attitude.”

‘FACT, FOOD, FAITH’ 
ARE MAN’S HUNGERS, 
SAYS DR.

Man’s “three great hungers are 
for Christian fact, for food, and 
faith,” the Rev. Dr. Charles Tu- 
dor Leber of New York said 
Thursday night in an address to 
the men of Second Presbyterian 
Church.

“Communists are  promisnig 
refugees all over the world they 
will give them homes and food, 
and they are giving them food. 

“IT was in Finland last sum- 
mer, and found no police state 
there. The people have religious 
freedom, and a sense of dignity 
and freedom. Why? Because they 


take their faith seriously. And 
remember, Helsinki is only an 
hour’s train ride from Lenin-

KANSAS. CITY, Mo., April 26 
(UP)—The crest of the Missouri 
river flood neared the end of its 
rampage today. 

The river dropped steadily and 
rapidly from a 30.66-foot height. 
United States engineers said it 
probably would be back to bank- 
level late tomorrow. Weary pa- 
trols on Kansas City dikes planned 
then to discontinue their 24-hour 
vigils. The water had dropped 
to 27 feet at midnight. 


Engineers warned that havoc 
in the Missouri lowlands still 
could be expected as the flooded 
river courses the final 375 miles 
to West Alton, Mo., above St. 
Louis, where the crest was ex- 
pected to reach the Mississippi 
by May l. 

The river engulfed more than 
475,00 acres of land. At one time, 
87,000 persons were driven from 
their homes. The final damage 
bill was placed at more than 
$200,000,000. 

Col. L. J. Lincoln, Kansas City 
district engineer, said today on 
return from a flying inspection 
trip that the damage along the 
river’s course from Rulo, Nebr., to. 
Kansas City was “much greater | 
than people realize.”

JACKSON, Mich. April 26

Williams acted as various state 
officials demanded a shakeup in 
top prison personnel, mentioned 
a possible grand jury investiga- 
tion, and promised that the mu- 
tineers would be prosecuted for 
any crimes committed in connec- 
tion with the riot. 

Williams ordered an official 
reprimand given to the 36-year- 
old Dr. Fox, assistant deputy 
warden and chief prison psychol- 
ogist who had broadcast his con- 
gratulations to the rebel leaders. 
Fox, popular with many of the 
prison’s 6500 inmates, spoke over 
the prison loudspeaker system 
Thursday just before the muti- 
neers surrendered from embattled 
cellblock 15 ard ireed their eight 
hostage guards. 

Williams termed Fox’s mes- 
sage “highly improper.” 

Fox had praised convict chief- 
tain Earl Ward as a “natural lead- 
er” and said he and his fellows

NEW YORK, April 26 (AP)— 
wRailroads stepped smartly ahead 
today in the stock market and 
encouraged a general advance. 
Gains ran from fractions to be- 
tween one and two points, with 
the best of the rise in the rail- 
roads. Volume came to 550,000 
shares as compared with 340,000 
shares traded a week ago. 


Of 778 issues traded, 352 closed 
up, 182 down, 244 unchanged. 

Associated Press average of 60 
stocks closed up .4 of a point at 
101.4. The rail index was up .5 of 
a point. 

There were few backward areas 
in the list. Some oils and build- 
ing materials lagged, as well as 
issues under pressure because of 
corporate developments, but they 
exercised little restraint. 


Buying enthusiasm for the rail- 
roads was based on first quarter, 
earnings reports. The carriers are 
showing up well against year 
ago. At the same time their sec- 
ond quarter prospects are bol- 
stered by the increase in freight 
rates recently granted. 


In- addition, the public still is 
attracted to railroads with poten- 
tial oil income, although the most 
recent strength of the rails as a 
whole came from railroad opera- 
tions rather than from oil. 


The steel division of the mar- 
ket idled along largely on the up- 
side. An exception was Follans- 
bee Steel which opened on a block 
of 3000 shares off 23% at 19. Di-

West opened the diamond 
queen, and South saw at a glance 
that he didn’t have a chance in 
a hundred for his contract. He 
ended up by losing five tricks. 

It is all right for partners to go 
in for aggressive bidding when, 
by finding a little luck, they can 
show a substantial profit, but it 
is absurd to reach such contracts 
as this. The fact that four hearts 
was reached was due to North’s 
failure to “put first things first.” 
Many readers will feel that North 
opened the bidding too lightly, 
but that was not the real error. 
Light opening bids are all right 
if the player knows how to take 
care of himself thereafter. It 
was North’s immediate raise of 
the heart response which was un- 
wise. True, North liked hearts— 
but the point is that with such a 
weak opening, he couldn’€ afford 
to say so! His first duty was to 
hold down the level of the con- 
tract, and the only way to do that 
was to choose the rebid of one 
no-trump. 

Observe the psychological dif- 
ference, from South's point of 
view, if North’s rebid is one no- 
trump rather than the heart raise. 
Actually, a case can be made for 
South’s passing to one no-trump, 
but even if he raises to two no- 
trump—there is no point in show- 
ing the spade suit — North can 
then well pass, and two no-trump 
is a far better contract than four 
hearts!

With Your “Back to the Wall” 


T IS c&mmon parlance to refer 
[ a last-ditch fight, to the posi- 

tion of the underdog, to one 
who has used up all his resources 
and struggles now in a position 
from which there is no outlet or 
escape, as fighting with his back 
against the wall. 

The equivalent in the speech 
of the prize ring would be, “Fight- 
ing against the ropes.” 

It would seem that “fighting 
with his back to the wall” might 
echo from the cloak and dagger 
era, when the chief danger con- 
fronting a swordsman defending 
himself was that his adversary 
would have conferates to attack 
him from behind; and in this case 
the phrase would have a different 
shade of meaning. However, if 
such usage occurred it is obscure 
on the record. 

In fact, the allusion to fighting 
with one’s back to the wall seems 
to have got into print only in 
modern times, its origin being 
attributed to Field Marshal Sir 
Douglas Haig’s usage during 
World War I, when, on April 12, 
1918, his Order of the Day read, 
“Every position must be held to 
the last man; there must be no 
retirement. With our backs to the 
wall, and believing in the justice 
of our cause, each one of us must 
fight on to the end.”

However, your children or 
grandchildren show no particular 
interest in walking or talking. 
They do not seem to mind bring- 
ing humiliation and shame upon

It is of course possible to argue 
that walking and talking at an 
early age make no particular dif- 
ference. On the other hand, you 
are seized with the fear that they 
are never going to walk or talk. 
This fear may become so acute 
that you will waste the family 
doctor’s time getting him to as- 
sure you there is no cause for 
alarm. 

There is concern also that your 
children or grandchildren are the 
victims of inheritance.

HE old-fashioned name for 
T muna was pie plant. Al- 

though we seldom hear that 
term now, rhubarb is a favorite 
filling for a spring-time pie. The 
filling has color and tang and no 
other fruit is better for this pur- 
pose. Of course, if we're going 
to quibble, we'll admit at once 
that botanically speaking, rhu- 
barb is not a fruit. 

I am sure that you agree with 
me that it is a pretty good imita- 
tion. The salks have a fruitlike 
color when they are young and 
tender. They are much more 
colorful than the old-fashioned 
pie plant that received no culti- 
vation. A dish of sauce adds a 
decorative note to the table, espec- 
ially if it is properly cooked so 
as to preserve that shade of deli- 
cate pink. That means combining 
the cut rhubarb with the sugar 
and cooking, covered, either over 
very low heat or a double boiler. 
The latter is a good idea because 
the stalks remain firm. Baking 
in a covered casserole is also a 
good method of preparation. 

When partially tender, the cov- 
er may be removed from the cas- 
serole. Then small rich biscuits 
may be placed over the fruit, the 


pieces. Place in double boiler 
or casserole. To one bunch rhu- 
barb, allow one cup sugar. Com- 
bine sugar with fruit and cook 
covered over hot water; or in 
moderate oven (375 degrees F.) 
until just tender. Stir in more 
sugar if necessary to sweeten. 
Serve hot or cold. 

RHUBARB RICE PUDDING. 

Two cups rhubarb sauce, two 
cups drained cooked rice, one- 
half cup heavy cream, whipped. 

Combine rhubarb with hot or 
cold rice and blend thoroughly. 
When cool, fold in the whipped 
cream. Add more sugar, if nec- 
essary. Serve with extra rhubarb 
sauce.

| Fix It Yourself 

Odorless Painting. 

HERE are many people who 
T find the smell of fresh paint 

as exciting as a sniff of a $50 
a half ounce perfume, a pine for- 
est in the early morning or the 
Chicago stockvards. There are 
also a good many people who get 
sick as dogs just at the mention of 
fresh paint. 

Now just because the smell of 
paint doesn’t agree with you is no 
valid reason for never painting 
the inside of vour house. 

Today there are plenty of ways 
to eliminate the odor of fresh 
paint. One of the simplest is to 
use a paint that has no odor to 
begin with. Calcimine, for ex- 
ample, contains no oil and there- 
fore doesn't have a disagreeable 
aroma. The same holds true of 
many water-thinned paints and 
there are even some odorless oil 
paints available today. 

If you have regulation oil paint 
on hand you can take the smell
